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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is the initial Office Action based on the 10/585931 application filed on July 
13, 2006. 

2. Claims 1-4 are pending and have been fully considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
BARCLAY et al. (US 4,451,266) . 

With respect to claims 1-4 BARCLAY et al. discloses additives for liquid 
hydrocarbon fuels such as gasoline and diesel fuel to obtain improved fuel 
efficiency and cleaner combustion. BARCLAY et al. teaches the suitable 
halogenated alkenes used as fuel additives include tetrachloroethylene, 
tetrabromoethylene, dibromodichloroethylene, and trichloroethylene and 
mixtures thereof (column 2 lines 41-48).
